711.2 Robbery in the first degree.
Aperson commits robbery in the first degreewhen, while perpetrating a robbery, the person

purposely inflicts or attempts to inflict serious injury, or is armed with a dangerous weapon.
Robbery in the first degree is a class “B” felony.
